Y OU HAVE probably read 
it. “The Christ of the Indian 
Road,” by E. Stanley Jones 
It’s In our library and was pub¬ 
lished a dozen years ago. It made 
a sort of world-figure of its au¬ 
thor. And if anything he has 
taken on stature since. Partly be¬ 
cause of other books that he 
has written—his “Christ and 
Human Suffering,” for example; 
and “Christ’s Alternative to Com¬ 
munism.” But mostly because of 
what he is and does outside of his 
books. A man like John Wesley. 

W HAT brought this to mind 
was that a friend passed on 
to us her latest number of 
the Christian Century. (Which, to 
our way of thinking, is one of the 
| best magazines devoted to cur¬ 
rent events published in America 
and not in the least "pulpity” 
either.) And there was an article 
I by Dr. Jones. It was about the 
recent National Preaching Mis¬ 
sion he headed here in the 
United States under the auspices 
I of the Federal Council of 
! Churches. Incidentally he spoke 
at Los Angeles and a number of 
Sierra Madre folks went down to 
I hear him. 

W ELL, in this article, he 
says, for one thing, that 
"if people do not come to 
'church then the church must 
come to them”—in public halls, 
he goes on to explain; in clubs 
|and universities. Then, along 
j toward the end, he speaks about 
the soul of America—“a soul,” he 
! declares, "which in large mea¬ 
sure is a moral and spiritual 
vacuum, empty of a positive way 
I to live.” Not that he’s pessimis¬ 
tic. For, as he says, although the 
; generation is lost it keeps on 
i groping. 

O DD how things follow on- - 
the so-called chain of events. 
We’d no sooner got the 
Jones link cool In our thought 
I than along comes Friend No. 2 
; with another link—this one by 
Kirby Page, author of "Living 
| Creatively.” Let’s pause a mo¬ 
ment. To quote from the jacket, 
j here are the author's ten com- 
i mandments for creative living: 1, 
Relieve human misery; 2, Trans¬ 
form unjust social systems; 3, 
Gain vision ami serenity through 
silence; 4, Seek beauty; 5, Culti¬ 
vate friendship and fellowship; 
6, Recover strength through pen¬ 
itence; 7, Explore great biogra¬ 
phies; 8, Follow the noblest per¬ 
sonality; 9, Co-operate creatively 
with God; 10, Run risks and ac¬ 
cept penalties. 

N OW, to get back to^that 
second link and Friend No. 
2. He told us—and he knows 
about these things—that there 
probably isn’t another single 
j book that is so wld<?ly read by 
undergraduates throughout the 
universities of the United States; 
nor one that has had a profound¬ 
er influence on those who have 
read it. We’ve read it. Friend No. 
2 let us have his copy. And all 

the time we were reading lt.- 

with interest and at times with 
passion we kept thinking of 
what Dr. Jones had said about 
the generation that was lost but 
which, at any rate, was groping. 

A ND then, a third link. Last 
Saturday night, just after 
we’d finished the Kirby 
Page book. In which he says 
somewhere: "Man does not live 
by bread alone . . . Roses and 
sunsets, songs, symphonies, essays 
| and poems are also means of 
grace.” And we’d gone up to 
Scenic Point, for the Cheyney- 
Trent Poetry Tournament under 
the Wistaria Vine. Great. A bril¬ 
liant gathering. A luke-warm 
breeze. A high bright moon. The 
air scented with all those million 
blossoms. And the blossoms them- 
I selves looking like amethysts, 
fairly-llke, celestial.

A ND we wished—we did, over 
and over again—that both 
E. Stanley Jones and Kirby 
Page were there. Physically. As 
their thoughts were, most cer¬ 
tainly. While those three links 
we’ve mentioned forged them¬ 
selves together by some kind of 
poetic magic.

We wished 
that all the good clergy of the 
world might have been there. For 
their delectation, encouragement, 
and Inspiration. 

B ECAUSE, well — and here 
we’ll have to be careful. But, 
after all, Kirby Page him¬ 
self said it—about those other 
means of grace: Roses and sun¬ 
sets, symphonies, songs. Here 
they were In abundance. Then 
other things, like laughter and 
wonder and sympathy for all liv¬ 
ing things; hatred of hate, of 
greed, Injustice, cruelty, war. 
Until the Wistaria Vine Itself be¬ 
came a temple filled with beau¬ 
ty. Joy, and also some subtle es¬ 
sence of miracle- prototype, per¬ 
haps, of a church of the New 
Jerusalem such as this lost and

"The budget, as reported, i3 a 
crude efort at political juggling. 
It is a lame attempt to get even 
with and rebuke Governor Mer- 
riam by putting upon him the 
responsibility of vetoing millions 
of dollars extra which it is pro¬ 
posed to vote the various state 
departments. The Governor should 
welcome such rebukes. Happily, 
the State Senate may save the 
situation. I regret that I had to 
vote against the budget as pro¬ 
posed."
